He said until quite recently 
she was a consultant in the California Governor's Office on the Vista Program (anti- 
poverty program) and reportedly helped draw up the application which resulted in 
the $267,887 gran^^JieN|tional Farm Workers Association by the Office of Economic 
Opportunity. 4^ prequested a check on Miss Goepel also. 

Information in Bufiles: 

Goepel apparently is identical with Wendy Pangburn Goepel (Bufile 
who reportedly was considering attending the 8th World Youth Festival in 
Helsinki, Finland, in 1962 along with other Stanford University students. There is 
no indication that she did attend. 




'ichards was identified in 

puDUc testimony before the House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) on 
June 18, 1957, by Dr. Jack Patten as a member of the Communist Political Association, 
county committee, in 1944. Richards was subpoenaed before the HCUA on June 20, 
1957, at San Francisco and invoked the 5th amendment when asked about his Party 
affiliations. 



Richards' wife was identified in public testimony during HCUA hearings 
on July 20, 1957, as a Communist Party member from 1943 to 1951 by Dorothy Jeffers.

On September 8, 19^5 > the Agricultural Workers 
Organizing Committee (AWOC), AFL-CIO with headquarters 
in Washington, D. C., declared a- strike against the 
grape growers in Tulare and Kern Counties, California, 
with 72 Filipino grape pickers participating. On Sep- 
tember 19, 1965* the National Farm Workers Association 
(NFWA) also joined this strike, which then brought the Mexican 
and Puerto Ricans into this matter. The purpose of the 
strike was supposedly to increase the wages of the grape 
pickers. Actually, there are very few farm workers on 
strike at this time and, in fact, even with the strike, 
more grapes have been shipped from Kern and Tulare Counties 
this year than in 1964. At the peak of the strike, during 
the end of September, 19^5 9 he estimated that only about 800 
farm workers at most, out of about 5000 workers, were actually 
on strike in the immediate Delano and adjoining Tulare 
County area. At the beginning of the strike, persons on 
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LA 100-67^9 

the picket lines were local farm workers, however, at this 
time most of the Individuals on picket lines are persons 
from outside of Kern and Tulare Counties, and are carrying 
on the picket for higher wages for the farm workers even 
though they are not themselves farm workers. 

The only disturbance of importance occurred on 
9/25/65 at which time approximately 20 to 30 young Filipinos 
went to the Mlssakian Ranch, MacFarland, California, ordered 
a crew from a grape field, assaulted the foreman, assaulted 
several Filipino workers, and tipped over boxes of grapes 
on the ground. The group responsible for this act were 
Filipino hoodlums from san Francisco, California, but 
they were never criminally charged because of the lack of 
identification by witnesses. 

NFWA is a local independent union, which has only 
reportedly been affiliated with the AFL-CIO since September, 
1965. This affiliation is allegedly only for the purpose 
of supporting the present Delano-Tulare County strike, 
NFWA was formed possibly five years ago and at least since 
January, 1§63* and its actual purpose is not known to him.

CHAVEZ spent about 1U years in San Jose, California, 
prior to 19p3> as a recruiter for the Community Service 
Organization (CSO) at San Jose. CSO is a "war on poverty" 
type organization. Prior to his 14 years with CSO, CHAVEZ 
was with the same organization in Los Angeles and san 
Diego, California. Since January, 1963, CHAVEZ has resided 
in Delano.

CHAVEZ refuses to answer any questionnaires directed 
to him by Credit Bureaus or similar organizations. He has 
openly been called aCommunls^at Delano City Council 
meetings; however, ■ pboes not possess any 

definite inf ormatlon^^^Vn^sregard . He does believe 
that CHAVEZ associates with "left wing" type Individuals 
and is known to distribute the "People's World" from his 
office at Delano, free of charge. CHAVEZ publishes and 
sells a paper called "El Malcriado", described as the 
voice of the farm worker, and the official voice of the 
NFWA. This paper sells for 10^ a copy. Subscriptions to 
this paper can be mailed to P.O. Box 894, Delano. The 
front page of the "People's World" during the week of 
IO/3-9/65 carried a reprint of a photograph appearing in 
issue Number 21 of the "El Malcrlado", which photograph is 
of DOLORES HUERTA (who will be discussed further) holding 
a sign that states, "Huelga"( Spanish word for strike). 

SAJV'KUSHNER of the "People's World", residence 
Ikk south Bonnie Brae, Los Angeles, was in Delano during 
the week of 10/3-9/65 for approximately three days, and 
spent a considerable amount of time with NFWA officials. 
Numerous outsiders from San Francisco, California, Berkeley, 
California, and Los Angeles, who are alleged members of 
the Student Non- Violating Coordinating Committee and the 
Congress on Racial Equality have periodically appeared 
in Delano and have been observed carrying N FWA picket si gns. 
Numerous photograph s have been taken by the Q| f 

and he hopes to identify someo^tnese 

men, cne strike is over. As mentioned previously, 
these outsiders at present are practically the only people 
still picketing. 

CHAVEZ has publicly stated that his intention 
is to boycott downtown Delano businesses and have all 
Mexican-Americans buy through a NFWA store. At the 
present time, CHAVES sells automobile tires at the NFWA 
location at 102 Albany Street, Delano.

25 years, and has been devoting ail of his time to the AWOC 
for the past five years. He believes ITLIONG was formerly 
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a labor contractor in Delano. ITLIONG has been instrumental 
in persuading farm workers to leave the fields in Delano 
and Tulare County. 

To his knowledge,^ ^stated that there are no 
definite subversive connections on the part of ITLIONG, 
other than his association with CHAVEZ and GINES. 

DAVID WAJU> / liAVENS, a white male, born 12/17/35, 
whose home address is 3706 Robin Lane, -Vlsalla, California, 
telephone number 734-7685, his employment National Council 
of Churches, and is an active member of the California 
Migrant Farm Ministry, a subsidiary of the National Council 
of Churches. During May, 1965, HAVENS participated in a 
farm workers strike In Delano In conjunction with CHAVEZ 
and the NFWA. He has been participating In so-called "rent 
strikes" in Linnel, California, which strikes deal with 
State owned housing. 

HAVENS' participation in the present Delano and 
Tulare County Strike is that of actively working on the 
picket lines as a picket, picket' captain and advisor of 
the NFWA. HAVENS is also believed to have some connection 
with the California Department of the War on Poverty, with 
offices in Sacramento, California.

PETE MANUEL, a male Filipino, age about 55, born 
in Togalo, south Luzon, Philippine Islands, who has grey 
wavy hair and is described as very distinguished looking, 
resides at 1905 Clinton, Delano, and has lived in Del ano 
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Prior to the present strike in Delano, MANUEL was 
active in encouraging Filipinos to strike in Kern and Tulare 
Counties, and at the present time he is a representative of 
the AWOC. The general consensus of opinion is that MANUEL 
is involved in this strike at Delano as an agitator, is 
only out to make money for himself, and is not fighting for 
any particular cause. MANUEL is also known to be "anti- 
police". 

No actual subversive activities are known con- 
cerning MANUEL.

TANSl is reportedly 
the leader of the San Francisco people in Delano and 
adjoining Tulare County that are participating in the 
picket.

DOLORES CLARA HUERTA, aka. Dolores Clara Head, 
a Mexican female, born 4/10/30 who resides at 137 Austin 
Street, Delano, and is the vice-president for the NFWA. 
She has no other employment. Further background concerning 
HUERTA is unknown, but she has been active in the Delano 
area for several years. HUERTA is the driving force on 
the picket lines of Delano and Tulare County and dally 
inspires the pickets and their cause. 
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HUERTA was the individual who recently travelled 
to Washington, D.C. to apply for a federal grant for the 
NFWA through the Office of Economic Opportunity (0E0). 
HUERTA made this trip on behalf of CHAVEZ and NFWA. A 
grant of $267,887.00 was made to the NFWA by the 0E0 to 
be used as salaries and training 31 indigent migrant farm 
workers of Mexican-American ancestry for 60 days so that 
these trainees could teach other indigent farm workers 
citizenship, money management, the functions of governmental 
agencies and how to deal with these agencies. In addition, 
two of these 31 trainees would suppo sedly be further trained 
by being sent to an out-of-state college. When this grant 
was made public, it created more concern on the part of 
the general public in the Delano and adjoining Tulare County 
area, than any other single incident that can be recalled 




.s money will be used, not for its intended purpose, 
but to further the political beliefs of CHAVEZ -and other 
"left wing" type groups, such as the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee and Congress of Race Equality (CORE), 
which may attempt to affiliate wJLth NFWA if this grant is 
actually received. 

He is not aware of any actual subversive activities *"' 
on the part of HUERTA other than her association with CHAVEZ. 




During May and June, 1965, he became interested 
in DAVID WARD HAVENS and CESAR CHAVEZ because he had heard 
that these two individuals, and others, were attempting to 
instigate a farm workers strike in Arvln, California, while 
these two persons were actually residing in Delano. The 
proposed strike in Arvln was not successful. He was mainly 
interested in whether or not CHAVEZ and HAVENS were suspected 
of being associated with any subversive organizations or 
Individuals. He does not know of any actual subversive 
activities on the part of either of these two men. 
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He is not aware of any subversive activities on 
the part of GINES, ITLIONG, MANUEL, TANSI or HUERTA. 



NFWA is lead by CHAVEZ, and the purpose of this 
organization is suppo sedly to improve the wages and living 
conditions of the migrant farm worker in Kern and Tulare 
Counties. NFWA claims they are an independent organization 
with offices at 102 Albany Street, Delano. He has no 
idea of the total membership of this organization. CHAVEZ 
rents the building at 102 Albany and also sells automobile 
tires and oil under the name Farm Workers Co-op, at this 
address. CHAVEZ has recently been cited for not having a 
business license, and is due to appear in the Delano Justice 
Court in the near future to show cause why he should not 
be penalized for operating a business without having a city 
license. 

CHAVEZ has reportedly stated that he desires to 
open general stores in the San Joaquin Valley to sell "all 
commodities" to farm workers at discount prices and to, 
therefore, create a boycott of local businesses. At this 
point, CHAVEZ has only the tire, and oil store mentioned 
above. CHAVEZ has also mentioned starting a Credit Union 
for farm workers who are members of the NFWA, however, he 
could furnish no additional information concerning this 
Credit Union or concerning the NFWA. 

His own opinion is that CHAVEZ is not altogether ' 
sincere in his desire to assist migrant workers, but is 
solely interested in making a name for himself and to gain 
financially. The $267j887.00 grant approved by 0E0 for 
NFWA by the Federal Government has arroused considerable 
public opinion against making such a grant. His opinion 
is that CHAVEZ is not qualified to manage this large a 
sum. He has heard that CHAVEZ has only a grammar school 
education. 
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The following information was obtained from sources 
who have furnished reliable information in the past, unless 
otherwise indicated: 

The October 2, 1965, "People's World" (PW) news- if 
paper, page 1, contains an article captioned, "Eyewitness 
Account of Big Farm Strike," and contains a photograph of 
Dolores Huerta of the Farm Workers Association (FWA) holding 
a sign, "Huelga," which according to th£ caption, means strike . 
in Spanish. The photograph is identified as a Harvey Richards ^ 
photo. The article states that the strike in the vineyards of 
the Delano- Earlimart area started September 8 with pay raise 
demands by the AFL-CIO, Agricultural Workers Organizing Commit- 
tee, who were Joined ten days later by the National Farm 
Workers Association. The article quoted snFWA organizer as 
stating, "Cesar Chavez (leader of the FWA) was roughed up by 
some farmers while the police stood by and watched and only 
moved in when they knocked him to the ground...." This 
article identifies Larry Itliong as the director of the 
Agricultural Workers Organizing Committee (AWOC) and states 
Itliong said that union recognition was the biggest block to 
settlement. 

The PW is a West Coast communist newspaper* 




The October 9, 1965, PW, pages 1 and 4, contained 
several articles regarding the grape strike. One article 
identifies Larry Itliong as AWOC Field Organizer and states - 
that he said that attacks, injunctions, and attempted intimi- 
dation has not deterred strikers. Another article states 
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that FWA Director Cesar Chavez stated that the AWOC and 
FWA are demanding that the growers sign an agreement to 
recognize the unions as the organizations representing 
the workers. 

Another article datellned Delano and captioned, 
"Labor Rallies to Farm Strike," reflected ftiat the strikers 
were receiving food and money from other labor organizations. 
This article also stated labor support was not the only support 
being received and that "high priority was given the civil 
rights workers from San Francisco and Los Angeles who have come 
to this city, and surrounding area, to assist the strikers. 
In the hall, one could see persons wearing Student Non-Violent 
Coordination Committee (SNCC) and Congress of Racial Equality 
(CORE) buttons. They were helping to provide the manpower 
to keep the strike machinery going. The grape strike has 
become a focal point of concentration for/fromoting democratic 
rights In the state." 

A second source advised in October, 1965, that Spur 
Kushner, Los Angeles editor of the FW newspaper, stated that 
he had given 100 papers and $50 to the FWA strike. Kushner 
indicated that the big story in Los Angeles is the Delano 
strike, and he said that he got some pictures there which were 
to be used in the FW. According to Kushner, in the coming 
week, one Cesar was going to take him out on the picket line 
and spend the morning with him. This source advised that on 
October 7 S 19^5 > Kushner attempted to get in touch with Cesar 
Chavez of Delano. 




A fourth source advised on August 27, 1965, that 
the sixth annual State Convention of the Mexican-American 
Political Association (MAPA) was held at Fresno, California, 
July 23, 2k and 25, 19°5, and that the FWA picketed the con- 
vention and passed out leaflets denouncing the participation 
of MAPA and its officers in the recruitment of farm workers 
for the Department of Employment and the Department of Labor.

Agricultura^forkersCommlsslon of the CP of Northern California 
met WW foT tne purpose of discussing the attitude 
of tne^^Tn^Sgaroto the organizing drive among the agricultural 
workers since the AFk-CIO has again assumed responsibility for 
the-drive. The Commission decided that the CP must support the 
AFL-CIO and that all CP members who were working in connection 
with this drive must do all In their power to discourage the 
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aggrandizement and feathering its own position with the 
interested slave labor-making departments.

A source advised on October 31 , 1955, that the Bay Area 
Council of Sobeli Committees (BACSC) was formed on October 17, 1555, 
in San Francisco, California, as th local affiliate of the National 
Sobeli Committee to carry out the policies of the National Committee 
to obtain the freedom of MORTON SOBELL. 

On May 3, 1965, a second source advised that the BACSC 
has its headquarters at 345 Franklin Street, San Francisco, Calif- 
ornia, and is continuing to function and plan future Sobeli affairs.

The May 4, 19*12, issue of "Labor Action", then an official 
publication of the Workers Party (WP), carried an article which 
reflected that the WP was f tinned in April 19^0, as a re~f'ilt 
of a split within the leadership of the Socialist Workers Party (SWP). 
The article stated that when the Hitler-Stalin Pact was signed and 
Poland invaded, the minority group within the SWP, in proclaiming 
the formation *f the WP, condemned the pact rs being imperialistic 
in nature and stated it would not support either imperialist camp. 

The April 25, 19^9, issue o£ "Labor Action" contained 
an account of the Fifth National Convention of the WP, held I larch 
24-27* 19^9, in New York Gity, which reflected the change of name 
Of the organisation fro.-n the V/P to the Independent Socialist League 
(ISL) in order to emphasize the character of the fc'roup -.3 a 
propaganda group for the spreading of socialist ideas a*:d not as a 
full-fledged political party. 

The July 1U, 1958, issue of "Labor Action", an official 
publication of the ISL, contained an article captioned "The ISL 
Program in Brief." The article indicated: "The ISL stands for 
socialist democracy and against the two systems of exploitation 
which now divide the world: capitalism and Stalinism. The ISL, 
as a Marxist movement , looks to the working class and its ever-presen : 
struggle as the basic progressive force in' society. The ISL is 
organized to spread the Ideas *f socialism ii» tr; iabor movement and 
among all other sections of the people. There can be no lasting and 
genuine democracy without socialism and there can be no socialism 
without democracy." 

The September 22, 1953, issue of "labor Action" contained 
an undated statement signed by the Political Commit" tee of the ISL 
which indicated that the ISL had been dissolved. The statement 
urged former ISL members to Jcin the liocialist Party - Social 
Democratic Federation. 

The SWP has bee* designated hj t-. Attorney General 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

A source advised on May 21, 1958, that the San Francisco 
Bay Area Branch, Independent Socialist League, was an adjunct of the 
National Organization. The Branch had representation on the National 
Committee of the Independent Socialist League; it participated in 
the campaigns of the Independent Socialist League, and contributed 
financially to the support of the Natioiial Organization. 

The source advised on August 11 , 1953, that the San 
Francisco Bay Area Branch, Independent Socialist League t had 
dissolved itself and the members had Joined the Local Branch of the • 
Socialist Party - Social Democratic Federation.

A aource ad vised as follows on January 11, 1966: 

Since the October, 1965, mass arrests of pickets in 
the Delano, California, area by the Kern County Sheriff's Office, 
there have been no disturbances of importance. 

On the average there are approximately 40 pickets 
active in the Delano and adjoining Tulare County, California, 
area at the present time, during working hours in the vicinity 
of various farms in those areas. Uiese pickets at time 
appeared to be attempting to provoke the farm workers in 
the fields through harassment into attacking them; however, 
no incidents have occurred to date. Source does not feel that 
the union organizers and pickets have the best interest 
of the farm workers at heart, but are merely "dead beats" and 
"trouble makers". Sixty three civic and church organizations 
have protested the actions of the National Farm Workers Asso- 
ciation (NFWA), but NFWA seems to issue only ultimatums rather 
than make any reasonable attempts to resolve the problems that 
exist between the farm owners and the union, or to reach any 
solution to the problem at hand. With this in mind, source 
feels it is possible that fights could erupt between farm workers 
in the fields and pickets at any time in the future. 

There appears to be no possibility of an end to the 
strike in the near future, and no agreements are foreseeable 
between NFWA and. the growers. Uie future will bring mass 
picketing of all agricultural areas in the San Joaquin Valley 
and other California farm locations, in the opinion of the 
source.

As of December 1, 1965, Dolores' Hue rt a, NFWA Vice 
President, was In Los Angeles, Calif oriila, attempting to 
set up an NFWA office there. It is also believed that she 
is, and will be in the future instrumental in organizing boy- 
cotts of grapes, grape products, and labor recruiting in 
California, and possibly other agricultural localities in 
nearby states* 

On December 16, 1965, Walter P. Reuther, Head of 
the United Auto Workers (UAW), AFL-CIO, met with officials 
of NFWA and the Agricultural Workers Organizing Committee 
(AWOC) at Delano, California, and spoke before a group of 
approximately 500 farm workers. Reuther advised the growers 
and workers to solve their dispute at the earliest possible 
date. He said an Injustice was being done the farm workers 
in the grape vineyards, and pledged UAW support in the amount 
of $5,000 per month for as long as it takes to assist the 
farm workers in organizing, adding that $10,000 would be 
donated for the month of December, J.965. With this support 
he feels that the NFWA and AWOC will be able to continue the 
Delano strike indefinitely.

Wendy Goepel, who^resides at Box 242, Three Rivers, California, 
and James Lynn^Drake, a white male, born December 25, 1937* 
who resides ax 1549 West Olive, Porterville, California, and 
who is supposedly a minister of the Congregational Church, 
30664 Road 64, Visalia, California.

of the Migrant Ministry since 1962, and assisted Cesar.' Chavez,

Harvey -Richards, who resides at 14 Flood Circle, 
Atherton, California, and who drives a 1965 Oldsmobile station 
wagon, California license S75763, is reportedly a reporter for 
the "People's World" (PW). . Richards appeared in Delano during j 
the last part of September, 1965, or the first part or October, \ 
1965, for approximately four days, taking photographs of the >. 

Delano strikers, but has not been seen since. Richards is the 
photographer who took the photograph of Dolores Huerta that j 

appeared in the October 2, 1965, issue of the PW. Source does not 
know whether Richards came to Delano on specific request or 
merely appeared there as a reporter.

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The PW is a West Coast 
communist newspaper. 

Attempted boycotts of grapes and grape products are 
being made in various parts of California at the present time, 
and in some instances have been successful. These boycotts 
have also extended to other states as far away as New York, 
New York, Washington, D.C., and Chicago, Illinois. Some of 
the organizations participating in boycott activity are the 
Student Non Violent Coordinating Committee, the Congress on 
Racial Equality, and the Students for a Democratic Society 
(SDS). 

In respect to SDS, it is noted that the 
Preamble of the SDS Constitution states 
"Students for a Democratic Society is an 
association of young people on the left.*.; 
one bringing together liberals and radi- 
cals, activists and scholars, students and 
faculty. It feels the urgency to put 
forth a radical, democratic program coun- 
terposed to authoritarian 1 movements both 
of Communism and the domestic Right." 

During the 1965 National Convention of the 
SDSj the Preamble of the Constitution was 
amended to eliminate "counterposed to 
authoritarian movements both of Communism 
and the domestic Right." The SDS is 
opposed to present American foreign policy 
in Vietnam* 

Although Cesar^Chavez, NFWA Director, has stated that 
grape production was down 30% and that growers are looking 
more and more for "scabs", the fact is that the 1965 grape 
crop exceeded all past records, and was harvested without any 
major labor problems. However, the "El Malcriado", official 
publication of the NFWA, continued to claim during the harvest 
season that grapes were turning to raisins on the vines. 

Chavez was arrested by the Tulare County, California 
Sheriff ! s Office during November, 1965, for illegal use of a 
loud speaker, has pleaded innocent, but the case- is still 
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pending. Chaves's arrest resulted la bis use of a loud 
speaker from en airplane; and be lo presently out on $110 
ball.

A notice appeared in issue No t 22 of the "El 
Malcriado n (this publication was not dated) which stated: 

"$1,000 Reward. El Malcriado will pay a cash re- 
ward of $1,000 for information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of any person or persons refeaing to the 
National Farm Workers Association, its leaders and 
officers, or El Malcriado and its representatives as 
» communists 1 or 'communist -led 1 , 'inspired 1 or any 
similar statements. Such references are false and 
illegal, and we intend to punish anyone saying these 
things to the full extent of the law." 

Issue No. 26 of the "El Malcriado" dated December 22, 
1965, stated that there were over 2,000 NFWA dues-paying 
families, and that an additional 4,000 people have authorised 
NFWA to act as their bargaining agent. It was also claimed that 
the NFWA credit union had assets of $28,000, which credit union 
had assets of only $37 in November, 1963. 

This same issue advertised a book called "Huelga" 
written by Eugene Nelson, which is supposedly a fully docu- 
mented account of the grape strike in Delano. This book is 
being sold for $1.50 by the Farm Worker Press, P.O. Box 1060, 
Delano. 

The "Los Angeles Times" newspaperdated December 22, 
1965j carried a photograph of actor Steyd-JCllen, who reportedly 
Joined pickets in front of an Enclno, California market that 
were protesting the sale of grapes harvested in the Delano, 
California, area. 

An article in this same paper quoted Delano area 
grape grower Bruno^Dispoto as saying, "AWOC, the Agricultural 
Workers Organizing' Committee, and NFWA, the National Farm 
Workers Association, do not represent our workers. Our workers 
have rejected them for what they are, perpetrators of hate and

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deceit in order to victimize innocent Filipinos and Mexican 
American groups". Ttiis article further stated that Filipinos 
and Mexican-American workers have a "fine" labor-management 
relationship and that growers hope these relations will con- 
tinue "without outside harassment".

CENTRAL LOS ANGELES DU BOIS tLUB 
formerly known as the Youth Action 
Union and Los Angles Youth for 
Peace and Socialism 

A source advised on March 25, 1955, that during 
the period January through March, 1962, a series of formation 
meetings t-» establish a "Socialist Youth .Organization," was 
held in the Los Angeles area. LEONARD F0TA3H was acting 
chairman in charge of the group and PAUL RC3ENST3IN and 
FRANKLIN ALEXANDER were named to a provisional committee to 
help organize the new 3**oup. On April 3, 1962 1 the group 
officially selected the name of Los Angeles Youth for Peace 
and Socialism, (LAYrS), and elected officers. 

A second source advised that POTASH, ROSENSTEIN, 
and ALEXANDER as of 1963 were all members of the Southern 
California District Communist Party (SCDCP). 

A third source advised on May 12, 196**, that the 
IAYPS was organized with the full knowledge and assistance 
cf DOROTHY HE* LEY, chairman of the SCDCP and that several 
Communist party (CP) members had been approved by HEALEY to 
teach Marxist theory to members of the I^YPS. This source 
further advised that the IAYFS was to be a Marxist study and 
action group and that the teachings of KARL MARX were to 
be followed. Source also advised that although the alleged 
purpose of the group was to promote "Socialism" in the United 
States, the group considered themselves to be "Communist 
party Orientated" and were anxious to study the brand of 
Marxism associated with the CPUSA. 

The first source above further advised that in 
June, 1963, LAYPS changed the name of the organization to 
Youth Action Union (YAU) for two reasons: The first being 
that it was felt that 1£YPS had gained a bad reputation 
because of its association with CP groups, the second because 
it was felt the word "Socialism" in the title was driving 
away possible recruits. 

The first elected chairman of the LAYPS and YAU 
who continued in this position until early 196**, was MARVIN 
TREIGER, who as of April, 1964, was chairman of the Youth 
Commission, SCDCP. Since the organization's inception, key 
officers have been members of the CP.

the life and thought of Dr. IXi Bois, nevertheless we are 
weighted with humility in comparing our goals and ambitions 
with the genius of his life and work. As a source is inspiration 
the figure of W. E. B. Du Bois is unequaled in American history, 
but as a standard and example, we seem miserably lost in his shadow. 
We can only resolve that we do his name no dishonor, and whatever 
we may accomplish should be recognized as a supplement to his 
life work."

group in sympathy with the Delano grape strikers. The parade 
was conducted in a peaceful and orderly manner and no incidents 
occurred. 

The Daily Enterprise, a newspaper for Riverside 
County, in an article dated April J.1, 1966, set forth in 
part that following an orderly parade of some 300 persons 
through downtown palm Springs yesterday, leaders of the 
"Committee to Support the Delano Grape Strikers" pledged to 
keep their group alive to aid the farm workers in California. 
The march did not attract any large number of onlookers, despite 
its wide publicity over the past week. Little girls in 
starched Easter dresses solemnly paraded carrying signs 
that read, "Away With Farm Slavery." The marchers did not 
meet with Governor Edmund Brown, who was spending the day 
in Palm Springs with his family at the Frank Sinatra residence, 
but they did not expect to. 

Following the wind-blown parade over a mile or so 
along Palm Canyon Drive, the marchers returned to Hardy Park, 
the organizational point, where leaders of the committee 
called upon participants to continue their efforts in 
behalf of the farm workers.

regarding NrWA. 

Our Los Angeles Office advised on 10-20-65 that NH,A was 
a local independent union which reportedly bad only become affiliated with 
ArL-Clu since September, 1065. Allegedly this affiliation was only ior the 
purpose of supporting the mjgrat farmers and grape pickers strike in £*lanu, 
California, it was further reported that the til & A was led by a Cesar L. Chavez 
and the purpose of tiiis union was supposedly to improve the wages and Urine: 
conditions of the migrant farm worker in this part oi Csliiorola. a his union 
r talma it is an independent organisation with offices at 102 Albany street, 
i/elano, California. 

V--e have conducted limited inquiries concerning NFV A for the 
purpose of determining whether it has been infiltrated or controlled by the 
communists. Our information indicates that It is not controlled or guided by 
the communists but that several individuals that are allegedly member i, of this

organization have extremely liberal views. It has also been determined 
that various known Communist Party (CP) members or sympathizers have 
furnished support to the NFWA in connection with its conflict with the grape 
growers In th)£ part of California. 




Cesar E. Chavez has been described as the founder and Director 
of the NFWA. He reportedly was b orn on 1-31-27, possibly^ atJDelano^Caltfornia. 
He re sided at 1221 Kensing t on Street, Delano, CaTOdrl uaT and lias spent about 
14 years in the San Jose, California! area prior to 1963 as a recruiter for the 
Community Service Organization (CSO) at San Jose. CSO is a "war on poverty" 
type organization. Chavez refuses to answer any questionnaires directed at him 
by Credit Bureaus or similar organizations. He has openly been called a 
communist at Delano City Council meetings; however, our sources do not possess 
any definite information in this regard even though Chavez reportedly associates 
with 'left-wing" type individuals and allegedly has been known to distribute copies 
of "People's World," a west coast communist newspaper, free of charge. 

Chavez publishes and sells a paper called "El Malcriado" which 
is described as the voice of the farm worker and the official voice of the NFWA. 
Chavez has reportedly stated that he desires to open general stores in the &n 
Joaquin Valley to sell "commodities to farm workers at discount prices" and 
to therefore create a boycott of local businesses. He allegedly has also started 
a credit union for the farm workers who are members of the NFWA. One of 
our sources has stated the opinion that Chavez is not altogether sincere in his 
desire to assist migrant workers but rather is interested in making a name for 

(himself and to gain financially. It was also reported that the $267, 887 grant - - 
approved by OEO for NFWA has aroused considerable public opinion against it. 

In addition to Chavez, we have learned that Wendy Goepel, Harvey 
Richards, David Havens and Dolores Huerta are involved in NFWA activifes.

W.E.B. DO BOIS CLUBS OF AMERICA (DCA ) 

A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963, a ^ 
conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), including ^ 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose ^ 
of settlrif in motion forces for the establishment of a new ^ 
national Marxist -oriented youth organization which would hunt 
for the mt>st peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates 
to this meeting were cautioned against the germ of anti-Soviet 
and anti-CP ideologies. These delegates were also told that it 
would be reasonable to assume that the young socialists attracted 
into this new organization would eventually pass into the CP 
itself. 

A second conference of over 20 persons met in Chicago 
on December 28-29, 1963, for the purpose of initiating a "call" 
to the new youth organization and planning for a founding con- 
vention to be held in June, 1964. 

A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, 
at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which 
time the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention. The aims of this organization, as set 
forth in the preamble to the constitution, are/'It is our belief 
that this nation can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of 
peaceful coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for 
all peoples of the world, and that these solutions will be 
reached mainly through the united effort3 of all democratic 
elements in our country, composed essentially of the working 
people allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities with 
whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest threat to 
American democracy comes from the racist and right wing forces 
in coalition with the most reactionary sections of the economic 
power structure, using the tool of anti -Communism to divide and 
destroy the unified struggle of the working people. As young 
people in the forces struggling for democracy, we shall actively 
strive to defeat these reactionary and neo-fascist e lemon ts and 
to achieve complete freedom and democracy for all Americans, 
thus enabling each individual to freely choose and build the 
society he would wish to live in. Through these struggles we 
feel the American people will realize the viability of the 
socialist alternative." 
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Be constitution further states that this new 
organizati^ shall be a membership organization open to 
individual*, or if five or wore people so desire, a chapter 
can be foj^d which shall in turn be guided by the policies 
and principles of the parent organization.

Northern Indiana, according to a fourth source ); Director of 
Publicity CARL ELLENGER BLOICE (who was elected to the San 
Francisco County Committee CP in April, 1964, according to a 
fifth source); Educational Director MATTHEW "DYNAMITE" HALLINAN 
(who in June, 1964, was stated to be the Youth Representative 
on the Northern California CP District Board, according to a 
Sixth source); Organizational Secretary TERENCE ''KAYO" HALLINAN 
(who, according to a seventh source, met in June. 1965, with the

A second source advised on November 26, 1965, that 
as of November, 1965, TED PEARSON continues to be the Chicago 
Area Coordinator of the DCA and the official headquarters is 
located at the PEARSON apartment, 1808 North Cleveland Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois. 

The second source advised that there is currently 
only one club operating in the Chicago Area and that is on 
the west side.

It would appear that contacts between HUERTA and the 
FW had been made to obtain coverage of the Delano Grape Strike, 
and too, that receipt of the PW at the office of the Farm Work- 
ers Association was to determine actual coverage being given. 

Files of the Los Angeles Office indicate little, if 
any, effort to actually infiltrate the NFWA. Discussions at 
various CP meetings have been numerous concerning the Delano 
Grape Strikers and all members have been urged to help the 
strikers on the picket lines, and if not there, to help by 
giving them food and clothing. 

In view of the above, it is not felt that continued 
investigation concerning the cominfil of the NFWA is warranted 
at this time, and accordingly, Los Angeles is closing this 
case. 

Upon receipt of information indicating CP efforts to 
actually infiltrate the NFWA, Los Angeles will reopen its case.

4ti source advised on March 25, 1965, that during 
the period January through March, 1962, a series of formation 
meetings to establish a ^Socialist Youth Organization", was 
held in the Los Angeles area. LEONARD POTASH was acting 
chairman in charge of the group and PAUL ROSEN STEIN and 
FRANKLIN ALEXANDER were naned to a provisional committee to 
help organize the new group. On April 3, 1962, the group 
officially selected the name of Los Angeles Youth for Peace 
and Socialism (LAYPS), and elected officers. 

A second source advised that POTASH, ROSEN STEIN, 
and ALEXANDER as of 1963 were all members of the Southern 
California District Communist Party (SCDCP). 

A third source advised on Hay 12, 1964 j that the 
LAYPS was organized with the full knowledge and assistance 
of DOROTHY HEALEY, chairman of the SCDCP and that several 
Communist Party (CP) members had been approved by HEALEY to 
teach Marxist theory to members of the LAYPS. This source 
further advised that the LAYPS was to be a Marxist study and 
action group and that the teachings of KARL MARX were to 
be followed. Source also advised that although the alleged 
purpose of the group was to promote "Socialism" in the United 
States, the group considered themselves to be "Communist 
Party Orientated" and were anxious to study the brand of 
Marxism associated with the CPUSA. 

The first source above further advised that in 
June, I963, LAYPS changed the name of the organization to 
Youth Action Union (YAU) for two reasons: The first being 
that it w.*:3 fell; that LAYPJ had gained a bad .reputation 
because of its association with CP croups, Llic second because 
it was felt the word "oOcialism" in the title was driving 
away possible recruits.

FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 



The April 6, I960, edition of "The Nev York Tiaes" 
oews pa per contained a full-page advertisement captioned "What 
Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC) . This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate J" the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize 
the distorted American press, 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 
Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TAHER 
as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and TABER 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement. 

On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first 
two years of the FPCC's existence there was a struggle between 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) elements 
to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby influence FPCC 
policy. This source added that during the past year there had 
been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role 
of these and other organizations in the FPCC so that their 
influence as of May, 1963, was negligible. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 

On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that VINCENT 
"TED" LEE, FPCC National Office Director, was then formulating 
FPCC policy and had indicated that he had no intention of per- 
mitting FPCC policy to be determined by any other organization. 
This source stated that LEE believed that the FPCC should 
advocate resumption of diplomatic relations between Cuba and 
the United States and should support the right of Cubans to 
manage, their revolution without interference from other nations. 
LEE did not advocate supporting the Cuban revolution per se. _- 
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APPENDIX 

The November 23, 1963, edition of 'The Hew York Tines" 
reported that Senator THOMAS J. DODD of Connecticut bad called 
FPCC "the chief public relations instrument of the Castro network 
In the United States." It is to be noted that Senator DODD was 
a member of* the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee which twice 
conducted searings on the FPCC. 

The December 27, 1963, edition of "The New York World 
Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro-CASTRO FPCC was 
seeking to go out of business and that its prime activity during 
its lifetime had been sponsorship of pro-CASTRO street rallies 
and mass picket lines, and the direction of an active propaganda 
mill highlighting illegal travel-to-Cuba campaigns. Its compara- 
tively brief span of life was attributed to mounting anti-CASTRO 
American public opinion, the 1962 Congressional hearings which 
disclosed FPCC financing by CASTRO 's United Nations Delegation, 
and ultimately, the bad publicity which the FPCC received from 
disclosure of activities on its behalf by suspected presidential 
assassin LEE H. OSWALD. 

On February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned second 
source advised that V, T. LEE had recently remarked that the 
FPCC was dead and that there were no plans to organize another 
similar organization. 

On April 13, 1964, a third source advised that there 
had not been any FPCC activity in many months and that the FPCC 
had been dissolved.

A second source in August, I960, furnished a leaflet 
entitled, "What Is Really Happening in Cuba?" distributed by 
the FPCC in Chicago. The aims and purposes of the FPCC as set 
forth in this leaflet include the following: "To disseminate 
the truth, to combat untruth; to publish and distribute factual 
information which the United States mass media suppresses. In 
general, to contribute to foundations for peace, friendship, 
and understanding between ourselves and the Cuban people," The 
leaflet reflects the FPCC plans to accomplish these aims; "By 
mailing of informational bulletins; organizing public meetings 
and fn nuns; providing speakers, movies* and slides for meetings 
of interested organizations, placing ads in newspapers; to visit 
Cuba and see for themselves what conditions really are." 

A third source advised on March 0. "19*1. that there 
has been no activity of tho. FPCC in Chicago since late November, 
1963, and for all intents and purposes the organization is 
defunct .

The "Los Angeles Times", a large, daily, morning, 
metropolitan, Los Angeles newspaper, on b/9/67 published 
an article concerning a forthcoming report to be issued by 
the California State Senate Sub-Committee on Un-American 
Activities which concerns itself in part with the 1966 Delano, 
California Grape Strike. 

Senator HUGH M. BURNS, Chairman, said the report 
would indicate that there was some communist influence pre- 
sent during the 1966 Delano Grape Strike but "it was not a 
subversive activity as a whole". He told a press conference 
that the Delano situation "lent itself to participation by 
radicals and extremists". He added that Sub-Committee 
observers on the scene reported "indications of communist 
influence" and "individuals with subversive records present. 
But to say it was conducted by the Communist Party would not 
be correct." He noted that the strike had been called in a 
wake of a drive by the APL-CIO, UFWOC led by CESAR CHAVEZ. 
He noted that CHAVEZ has conceded the organization includes 
some radicals but he insisted that there number was too 
small to affect policy. 

The Los Angeles Division will attempt to secure 
sufficient number of copies of the Sub-Committee f s report 
upon its release at which time the Bureau and San Antonio 
Division will be furnished the report. 

As the San Antonio Division is aware, SAM KUSHNER,

A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963* 
a conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), 
including national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, 
for the purpose of setting in motion forces for the establish- 
ment of a new national Marxist -oriented youth organization 
which would hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism 
The delegates were told that it would be reasonable to assume 
that the young socialists attracted into this new organization 
would eventually pass into the CP itself. 

A second source has advised that the founding 
convention for the new youth organization was held from 
June 19-21, 196^, at 150 G olden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the name W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs of 
America (DCA) was adopted. Approximately 500 delegates 
from throughout the United States attended this convention. 
The aims of this organization, as set forth in the preamble 
to the constitution, are: "It is our belief that this nation 
can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful 
coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for all 
peoples of the world, and that these solutions will be reached 
mainly through the united efforts of all democratic elements 
in our country, composed essentially of the working people 
allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities with 
whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest threat 
to 'American democracy comes from the racist and right wing 
forces in coalition with the most reactionary sections of 
the economic power structure, using the tool of an ti -Communism 
to divide and destroy the unified struggle of the working 
people." 

Over the Labor Day weekend, 1965, the DCA held a 
conference in Chicago, Illinois, and a new slate of officers 
was elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the 
DCA. Since Labor Day, 1965» identities of those serving on 
the NEC has varied; however, according to a third source as 
of May, 1966, thirteen of the fifteen members of the NEC were 
members of the CP in the San Francisco Bay area. 

As of July, 1966, the headquarters of the DCA was 
located at 180 North Wacker Drive, Chicago, Illinois.

In one incident in Ray of 
1967, Rugene Relaon waa arreated at Rio Grande City, Texas, 
after he allegedly threatened Taxaa Rangera by atating there 
would be aome dead rangera ualeae they left the UTWOC 
plcketa alone. Relaon was Jailed in lieu of a two-thousand- 
dollar bond. (100-444762-104) 

Hie Department of Justice and other government 
agenclea have been kept apprised of pertinent Information 
regarding this situation of interest to them which haa come 
to the attention of thia Bureau through news media and other 
sources. Ho Inveetlgatloa under the Ant 1 -Racketeering 
Statute haa been requested by the Department In connection 
with thia altuation. However, a number of civil rlghte 
Inquiries have been conducted baaed on complalnta of alleged 
mla treatment and denial of civil rights by law enforcement 
official* in connection with the atrike altuation in the 
Rio Grande City, Taxaa, area, fne reaulta of these invest 1- 
gationa are summarized hereunder.

He added the 
Mexican-American wants advancement and progress and knows 
ne can secure it within the framework of the law of the 
land.

Erasmo Andrade, the final rally speaker, stated "They've

On November 15, 1968, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that Alber^t^fiojas, a 
representative of the United Farm Workers Organizing 
Committee (UFWOC), has obtained a permit for a march to be 
held on November 23, 1968, at Pittsburgh. The source further 
advised that the march was to begin in the Hill District, a 
predorainently Negro section of Pittsburgh, and^ proceed to an 
area of downtown Pittsburgh known as Point Park. According 
to the source, the aim of the UFWOC is to gain union recogni- 
tion for grape pickers in California, and as a means to that 
end, Rojas has been in Pittsburgh for sometime organizing a 
campaign to discourage the use of California grapes. The 
source advised there were indications that civil disobedience 
might occur during the march. 

On November 23, 1968, a second source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that at 
about 10:55 AM, on November 23, 1968, a parade of approximately 
128 individuals composed of both blacks and whites marched 
from the Hill District of Pittsburgh to Point Park in down- 
town Pittsburgh. The source further advised that the march 
was led by Albert Rojas, a representative of the UFWOC, and 
was held in support of the California grape pickers and their

national grape boycott. Along the way, the marchers delayed 
their parade to walk three times around the Hendel Fruit 
Market, which is located at the intersection of Forbes 
Avenue and Market Street. This was done to protest that 
market's selling of California grapes. The entire contingent 
arrived at Point Park at about 12:00 noon, where the partici- 
pants heard speeches by the following individuals who voiced 
their support for the UFWOC: 

Alberfrondy, President of the Pittsburgh 
Federation of Teachers Union (PFT). 

Albert Rojas, a representative of the UFWOC 
and organizer of the demonstration. 

Char le€ Harris, a representative of the 
Pittsburgh Chapter of the National Association 
for the Advancement o£ Colored People (NAACP). 

JamesNjJcCoy, a representative of the Pittsburgh 
Chapter of the NAACP. 

TojB^fioy n ton, (phonetic) , a student of the 
University of Pittsburgh and a member of the 
Black Action Society. 

The Black Action Society is a campus- 
approved organization at the University 
of Pittsburgh. 

Thomas^laherty, a representative of the City 
Council of Pittsburgh. 

StevVsJ^wrence, a student at Carnegie-Mellon 
University (CMU) and a member of the Students for 
a Democratic Society (SDS). 

The Students for a Democratic Society 
is characterized in the Appendix 
hereto. 
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The source advised that at Point Park, Rojas dis- 
tributed to each participant one grape, a plain envelope and 
the address of President-Elect Richard M. Nixon, Pierre Hotel, 
New York City, New York. Each person receiving the above was 
instructed to mash the grape, place it in the envelope and 
■ail it to Nixon at the New York address. 

The source advised that the entire parade was entirely 
orderly and peaceful, and no acts of civil disobedience were 
committed by the participants. The demonstration disbanded 
at 12:50 PM, after the speeches were finished.

We are interested in these activities 
should there be incidents of violence or activities which 
are in violation of Federal laws or where there is an 
indication of subversive domination, control or influence. 

In the future, you should be circumspect in 
submitting information such as that enclosed with referenced 
letters* All pertinent information should be submitted in 
form suitable for dissemination. If you Include newspaper 
articles in letterhead memoranda, it is desirable to 
synopsise the article rather than include a Xerox copy of 
the article itself. Should there be a subversive element 
Involved in these activities, submit appropriate communi- 
cation under the caption of the subversive element, followed 
by the caption of the particular strike activity Involved.

The source further adifeed that according to Rojas, 
generally, between 3 to 12 people participate in these 
demonstrations, carrying signs, distributing literature and 
marching peacefully in front of the store.

building of a revolutionary Marx 1st -Leninist movement . The 
program of SDS has moved from Involvement In civil rights 
struggles to an anti-Vietnam war position and finally to its 
present advocacy of an ant i- Imperial 1st line, linking up the 
oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America, with 
the black liberation movement in the United States. China, 
Vietnam and Cuba are regarded as countries which are leading 
the world-wide struggles against United States imperialism. 
On the other hand, SDS regards the Soviet Union as an 
imperialist power and does not support the policies of that 
country. • 

SDS maintains a National .Off ice in Room 206, 1608 
West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. Its official paper 
"New Left Notes" reflects the line of the national leadership 
and program adopted at meetings of the National Council and 
National Interim Committee (NIC). Three national .off leers 
and a NIC of eleven members are elected each year during 
a June National Convention. 

SDS Regional Offices and university and college 
chapters elect delegates to National Council meetings wherein 
program and ideology are debated, but each Region and chapter 
is autonomous in nature and is free to carry out independent 
policy and programs reflective of local conditions.

A source advised on Kay 16, 1959* that the Student 
Mobilization Conalttse originally grew out of the National 
Student Strike for Peace conference held in Chicago, Illinois, 
on December £3-29, 1566, which .resulted in a call for massive 
antiwar demonstrations in. Kew York City and San Francisco, 
California, on April 15/ 1S67. The National Student Strike 
for Peace was originally called by the Communist Party (CP). 
Pi visions arose between elements of the CP and the Socialist 
Voritere Party (SW?), culminating in a take-over by the 
SV.T element in the Summer of 1S68 and .the CP element with- 
drawing. Source, further advisee the Student Mobilization 
Conanlttee locally and nationally ie controlled by the SWP 
and its youth arm, Young Socialist Alliance (YSA), as 
evidenced by their participation in Student Mobilization 
Committee functions and their leadership role played in the 
Student Mobilization Coraittee. 

The SVP has been designated pursuant 
to Executive Order 1G450. . 

A report by the Ccnnittee On Un-Arcerican Activities, 
House of Representatives, Ninetieth Cor.^rass, First Session, 
dated Itarch 31* 1SS7, entitled "Coraunist Origin and Manipulation 
of Vietnam Week (April 8-15, 1957)* stated that the Student 
Mobilization Committee and the April 15, 1967, antiwar 
demonstrations were Coimunist dominated and inspired, 

A second source on April 3/ 1969, made available 
a copy of "The Student Mobiliser" dated April 5, 1959, which 
was self-deacribed as being published by the National Office
